WHO’s message this year is: 
“Take your risk seriously, one 
in every six of us will have a 
stroke and that one could be 
you. Learn the risk factors and 
take action to save your life or 
that of a loved one.” 

What is a Stroke? 

Globally every year 15 mil¬ 
lion people suffer a stroke and 
this ailment takes the lives of 
one person every six seconds. 
This makes this silent ailment 
one of the most devastating 
around the world. The majority 
of those who have suffered a 
stroke will lose the partial use, 
either temporally or perma¬ 
nently of their speech, sight, 
ability to swallow or mobility. 
Along with the physical limi¬ 
tations, a stroke can also cause 
anguish, depression, isolation 
and other emotional limita¬ 
tions. The majority of those 
who have suffered a stroke 
cannot or have grave difficulty 
returning to their social life, 
school or work. The care of 
such a person is continuous 
and costly. 

The medical term for a 
stroke is a Cerebral Vascular 
Accident (CVA), this occurs 
when there is a problem with 
the flow of blood to the brains. 
This could be because of a 
blockage in an artery or could 
be the result of a hemorrhage 
(bleeding) in the brains. 


Strokes in Aruba 

Although exact figures are 
not known, there is an indica¬ 
tion that the number of persons 
suffering a stroke in Aruba has 
increased. There is also the 
tendency to see younger peo¬ 
ple suffering strokes. A stroke 
has no respect of persons nor 
age, sex or race; it can affect 
one in every six persons. 

How to recognize if someone 
has had a stroke? 

You need not be an expert 
to learn to recognize the symp¬ 
toms of a stroke, as the symp¬ 
toms are relatively very easy to 
recognize. FAST is the easiest 
and surest method to recognize 
the symptoms. 

Face: look to see if the per¬ 
son’s face has fallen to one 
side 

Arms: ask the person to 
raise both arms and observe if 
they can raise both just as fast 
and to the same height 

Smile: ask the person to 
smile and see if one side of the 
mouth has fallen 

Time: if you have identi¬ 
fied these symptoms, it is time 
to act and call for medical help 
immediately 

What to do if you suspect a 
person has suffered a stroke? 

Call 911 for urgent medical as¬ 
sistance. Depending on the 
type or level of stroke the per¬ 


son has suffered, if they get 
medical assistance within three 
hours of the stroke, the person 
can be given medication that 
would increase their chances 
for recovery from the stroke. 

Can I prevent getting a 
stroke? 

Everyone can prevent suf¬ 
fering a cerebral attack. To re¬ 
duce your chances of suffering 
a stroke, you must maintain 
your blood pressure at normal 
levels, that is, below 140 over 
90. You must reduce choles¬ 
terol, and you must maintain a 
healthy body weight (BMI 
below 25). Do not smoke, 
don’t use salt in your food, re¬ 
duce the use of alcohol, eat 
healthy and exercise daily. 

What is the role of the CVA 
Foundation? 

The Fundacion CVA Aruba 
organizes lectures, educational 
sessions, screening events and 
seminars on topics of stroke 
prevention. The stroke ailment 
has no cure, thus prevention is 
the only way to avoid being 
confronted with the devastating 
consequences of this ailment. 
Fundacion CVA also focuses 
on providing guidance to those 
who are caring for someone 
who suffered a stroke. 

Your health is your respon¬ 
sibility 

The prevention of a stroke 
is the responsibility of every 
one of us. The care of our 
health is largely in our own 
hands. We ought to know the 
medical history of our family 
(particularly with respect to 
problems with diabetes and 
cardio-vascular ailments), our 
risk factors, our cholesterol 
and blood pressure. If you 
smoke, stop smoking. Do daily 
exercises and eat healthy. And, 
if you are overweight, begin to 
take action immediately to re¬ 
duce your weight. Take care of 
your body...you only have 
one!

The Netherlands' Liberal, 
Labour parties agree to 
form coalition 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
two pro-European parties that 
dominated last month's Dutch 
election said yesterday that 
they have agreed to form a 
coalition. 

"The head of Liberal VVD 
Mark Rutte and the head of the 
Labour PvdA Diederik Sam- 
som have ... finalised discus¬ 
sions for a Liberal-Labour 
coalition," according to a state¬ 
ment issued by negotiators. 

The deal, whose contents 
were not officially divulged, 
would be put this morning to 
the two parties' parliamentary 
groups. 

Liberal Prime Minister 
Rutte is expected to stay on in 
the job, while the foreign mi¬ 
nister's job currently held by 
Liberal Uri Rosenthal is ex¬ 
pected to go to Labour, Dutch 
political commentators have 
said. 

During the September 12 
elections, the Liberals obtained 
41 seats while Labour took 38 
out of a possible 150 up for 
grabs. 

Het Financieele Dagblad 
had reported that the new gov¬ 


ernment's budget would make 
savings of 15 billion euros 
thanks to reforms in health in¬ 
surance, real estate and a re¬ 
duction in development aid. 

Popular daily De Telgraaf 
quoted a savings figure of 16 
billion euros and said that the 
job of deputy prime minister 
would not go to Samsom but to 
another member of the Labour 
party. 

The two parties said earlier 
this month that minor changes 
to the 2013 budget would not 
affect the government's plans 
to see the deficit drop to 2.7 
percent of gross domestic 
product for next year, from 4.7 
percent in 2011.

EU pledges aid after Hurricane 
Sandy damage 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Union said yesterday it 
was ready to support recovery 
efforts for Caribbean residents 
affected by Hurricane Sandy, 
after the storm killed 59 peo¬ 
ple. 

"We have been profoundly 
touched by the news of death 
and devastation caused by the 
passage of Hurricane Sandy 
through the northern part of the 
Caribbean," said a joint state¬ 
ment by EU foreign policy 


chief Catherine Ashton and EU 
commissioner for humanita¬ 
rian aid Kristalina Georgieva. 

"The European Union 
stands ready to provide support 
in the recovery efforts," the 
statement added, referring to 
affected countries Cuba, Ja¬ 
maica, the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic and the Bahamas. 

Pope Benedict XVI also of¬ 
fered his solidarity to the re¬ 
gion during his traditional 
Sunday Angelus prayer.

Mass US evacuations ahead of Hurricane 
Sandy, Millions at risk of flooding 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Mil¬ 
lions of people are at risk of 
life-threatening flooding when 
Hurricane Sandy plows into 
the northeastern US, the direc¬ 
tor of the National Hurricane 
Center said yesterday. 

"The system is so large that 
I would say millions of people 
are at least in areas that have 
some chance of experiencing 
either flash flooding or river 
flooding," Rick Knabb said. 

He also said the storm 
could produce peak surges at 
high tide of six to 11 feet in the 
Long Island Sound, NY Har¬ 
bor, Raritan Bay, a swath of the 
most heavily populated por¬ 
tions of the US coastline. 

"Don’t focus on the fact that 
this is a category one hurri¬ 
cane," he said, referring to the 
Sandy’s current low rating on 
the five-rung Saffir-Simpson 
scale. 

"The storm surge threat for 
a large area is a life-threatening 


hazard," he emphasized. 

NHC forecaster Todd Kim- 
berlain said the storm has the 
potential to break a number of 
different records. 

"I think it’s fair to say it 
would be up there. If it's not 
historic it would be near his¬ 
toric," he told AFP. 

"The storm surge in Irene 
was four or five feet (1.2 to 1.5 
meters)," Kimberlain said, re¬ 
ferring to a 2011 hurricane that 
killed 47 people and caused an 
estimated $10 billion of dam¬ 
ages in the US, well below 
projections for Sandy. 

He added, "The surge is his¬ 
torically the most life-threaten¬ 
ing, but we don't want to 
minimize the effect that the 
winds could have. We think 
there is a strong likelihood of 
hurricane force winds over a 
large portion of the mid-At¬ 
lantic and southern New Eng¬ 
land coast." 

"This is going to be a more 


expansive region, and for that 
reason, I think the potential is 
there to be more damaging." 

Kimberlain said Sandy's 
impact could reach well into 
the billions of dollars. 

New York authorities is¬ 
sued an evacuation order for 
hundreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple in low-lying coastal towns 
on Sandy's projected route. 
About 1,100 national guard 
troops were deployed in the 
towns and villages. 

New York mayor Michael 
Bloomberg issued a mandatory 
evacuation order for 375,000 
people in the city alone, in¬ 
cluding the threatened coastal 
zones of Coney Island and 
Staten Island. 

The city opened 72 shelters 
in schools and other buildings. 
It ordered subway, buses and 
commuter trains to close down 
from Sunday night. "This is a 
serious and dangerous storm," 
Bloomberg said. 


At the city's Rockaway 
Beach, inhabitants started put¬ 
ting up sand bags on Saturday 
and many said they would 
brave out the storm as they did 
with Hurricane Irene last year. 

Delaware and New Jersey 
also issued evacuation orders. 
Authorities yesterday ordered 
gambling to halt in Atlantic 
City. Airlines have cancelled 
hundreds of flights into air¬ 
ports along the US east coast. 

Governors declared states 
of emergency in Connecticut, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, 
New York, New Jersey, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Virginia, the US cap¬ 
ital Washington and parts of 
North Carolina. 

Nine days out from election 
day, the hurricane also threw 
the US presidential contest into 
disarray as Barack Obama and 
Republican challenger Mitt 
Romney cancelled events and 
prepared for the unexpected 
fallout. 


Sandy forces 
UN to cancel 
meetings 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United Nations canceled 
meetings which Latin Amer¬ 
ican presidents were to at¬ 
tend today as Hurricane 
Sandy bore down on New 
York. 

Guatemala's President 
Otto Perez had been due to 
chair a UN Security Council 
meeting on women in con¬ 
flict, which ministers includ¬ 
ing France's Women's Affairs 
Minister Nadjat Vallaud- 
Belkacem was to attend. 

Bolivia's President Evo 
Morales was to have been at 
the UN headquarters today to 
launch a campaign to pro¬ 
mote quinoa, the high nutri¬ 
ent plant, as a way of helping 
to solve the global food cri¬ 
sis. Ministers from other 
South American nations were 
in New York for the meeting. 
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Hawaii rattled by tsunami warning 
after Canada quake 


HONOLULU (AFP) - A pow¬ 
erful 7.7 magnitude earthquake 
off Canada's west coast set off 
a tsunami warning that emp¬ 
tied restaurants, bars and the¬ 
aters in Hawaii and sent rattled 
residents fleeing beach areas. 

But only relatively small 
waves rolled to shore on the is¬ 
land of Oahu, and the US 
Tsunami Warning Center later 
issued an advisory saying the 
worst was over. 

No damage was reported ei¬ 
ther in Hawaii or in the Char¬ 
lotte Islands north of Van¬ 
couver where the earthquake 
struck at 0304 GMT Sunday 
86 miles (139 kilometers) 
south of Masset, the archipel¬ 
ago's largest town. 

"Based on all available data 
the tsunami threat has de¬ 
creased and is now at the advi¬ 
sory level and not expected to 
increase," the Hawaii-based 
Pacific Tsunami Warning Cen¬ 
ter announced. 

The center warned, how¬ 


ever, that sea level changes and 
strong currents could still 
occur and present a hazard for 
swimmers and boaters. 

"The threat may continue 
for several hours," the center 
cautioned. 

In Canada, the govern¬ 
ment's emergency services 
agency said, "No areas of 
coastal British Columbia re¬ 
main at risk from this event." 

But in the immediate after- 
math of the quake, which was 
followed by strong after¬ 
shocks, residents of Hawaii 
were suddenly spurred into ac¬ 
tion by a warning that a 
tsunami generated by the 
quake was headed their way. 

The Pacific Tsunami Warn¬ 
ing Center, which initially said 
there was no "destructive 
widespread tsunami threat," 
later revised the advisory to 
say a tsunami was headed for 
Hawaii. 

Sirens blared across Hawaii 
and local officials took to the 


airwaves, urging residents to 
head for higher ground — or 
higher floors if they were in 
multi-story buildings. 

Countless Halloween par¬ 
ties were interrupted, restau¬ 
rants, bars and movie theaters 
emptied, and highways quickly 
filled with cars heading away 
from beach areas. 

Tourists from Waikiki to 
Turtle Bay in Honolulu were 
evacuated to higher floors in 
their hotels, and major tourist 
centers looked abandoned for 
several hours. 

Governor Neil Abercrom¬ 
bie declared a state of emer¬ 
gency when the first alert was 
sounded and kept it in force. 

Natural Resources Canada 
said in a statement that the 
quake was felt across much of 
north-central British Colum¬ 
bia, including Haida Gwaii as 
the Queen Charlotte Islands 
are also called, Prince Rupert, 
Quesnel, and Houston.

Snow and gales hit Europe, 
four dead, two missing 


PARIS (AFP) - Snow and 
gales hit France and Switzer¬ 
land over the weekend, possi¬ 
bly leading to the death of a 
homeless man in Paris, while 
searches continued for a miss¬ 
ing windsurfer and a 12-year- 
old British boy who vanished 
Saturday in the south of France 
while cycling in a gale. 

His bicycle is reported to 
have been found but there are 
fears he was swept away by 
strong winds. 

Freezing temperatures 
killed three men in their fifties 
in Poland. Quoted by the Pol¬ 
ish press agency PAP police 
said that two of them had been 
under the influence of alcohol, 
and the third man was said to 
be homeless. 

The homeless man, a 59- 
year-old former foreign legion¬ 
naire well-known in the 
neighbourhood and said to be 
in poor health, was found dead 
in northern Paris where tem¬ 
peratures dipped to near zero 
Celsius (37 Fahrenheit) instead 
of the usual seasonal 7 Celsius 


(45F). He was thought to have 
died from the cold. 

Hurricane-force winds 
lashed southern France, dam¬ 
aging a ferry off Marseille 
which slipped its anchor and 
hit a quay. The hull was holed 
and two watertight compart¬ 
ments flooded. The ship has a 
15 degree list while waiting to 
be righted. 

Almost 30,000 households 
in the south of France were 
without power. 

In Switzerland trees were 
toppled by high winds, rail 
services were interrupted and 
the emergency services re¬ 
ceived hundreds of calls as 
winter made an early appear¬ 
ance. 

Almost 10 centimeters 
(four inches) of snow fell in 
some parts late Saturday night. 
Many drivers failed to antici¬ 
pate the onset of winter and fit 
appropriate tyres and there 
were scores of accidents in the 
canton of Bern alone in a 24- 
hour period, though no serious 
casualties were reported. 


Ohio papers: Obama, Romney 
tied in key battleground 


VANDALIA (AFP) - After 
trailing President Barack 
Obama for months in the most 
crucial battleground of the US 
election, Republican Mitt 
Romney has drawn even with 
his rival in Ohio, newspapers 
in the state said yesterday. 

"49-49: Dead Heat," the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer front 
page headline blared, citing the 
latest poll from the Ohio News 
Organization Poll. 

Several other newspapers, 
including the Columbus Dis¬ 
patch and the Cincinnati En¬ 
quirer, highlighted the same 
data on their front pages yes¬ 
terday, when Romney arrives 
in the state for a full day of 
campaigning. He returns to the 
state today as well. 

The group's September 13- 
18 survey showed Obama 
ahead 51-46, but as in several 
other hot spots, the polls have 
tightened ahead of the Novem¬ 
ber 6 election. 

The closely watched poll 
average compiled by website 
RealClearPolitics had Obama 
ahead 2.3 percentage points on 
Saturday, but by Sunday his 
advantage had slipped to 1.9 
points. 

However, the latest Ohio 
news poll, of 1,015 likely vo¬ 
ters, is not the absolute latest 
snapshot; it was conducted Oc¬ 
tober 18-23, whereas the final 


presidential debate occurred 
October 22, meaning the bulk 
of the survey was done prior to 
that showdown. 

The poll showed Romney's 
support grew primarily among 
men, high school and college 
graduates, as well as in every 
age category except age 18-29. 

"In the final days before the 
election, both campaigns will 
focus on turning out their 
bases, appealing to independ¬ 
ents and attracting the few un¬ 
decided voters that remain," 
said Eric Rademacher, of the 
University of Cincinnati's In¬ 
stitute for Policy Research, 
which conducted the poll. 

"Absent any more twists 
and turns, a remarkable presi¬ 
dential campaign may end 
with the campaign that exe¬ 
cutes the best 'ground game' 
narrowly delivering Ohio for 
the next president of the 
United States." 

The state is absolutely cru¬ 
cial for Romney; he faces 
fewer paths to the 270 electoral 
votes needed to win the White 
House, and no Republican has 
ever clinched the presidency 
without winning Ohio. 

Nearly 20 percent of the 
poll's respondents indicated 
they had already voted, further 
confirmation of the impact of 
early voting on the 2012 race.

Energy drinks have been 
under scrutiny after the parents 
of a 14-year-old girl sued 
Monster Beverage Corp. for 
their daughter's death. The girl 
parents claim the teen drank 
two Monster Energy Drinks 
within 24 hours and died from 
cardiac arrest because of the 


WELLINGTON (AFP)- A 
New Zealand woman has ad¬ 
mitted giving her three- 
month-old baby cannabis — 
through her breast milk, it 
was reported Saturday. 

The 29-year-old, from the 
North Island town of Wan¬ 
ganui, was sentenced to six 
months' supervision after 
pleading guilty to administer¬ 
ing the drug to her baby, the 
Wanganui Chronicle said. 

Police, who arrested the 
woman following a search of 
her house for drugs, said her 
actions amounted to child 
abuse. 


caffeine content. The girl also 
had an underlying heart condi¬ 
tion that caused weak blood 
vessels. The Food and Drug 
administration is also investi¬ 
gating five deaths and one 
non-fatal heart attack that have 
supposedly involved Monster 
Energy Drink. 

The Monster Beverage Cor¬ 
poration, insists its products 
are safe, adding that it was un¬ 
aware, apart from one fatality 
report, of other filings about 
deaths and serious injuries 
linked to its drinks. 


However University of 
Auckland law professor War¬ 
ren Brookbanks said it was 
unlikely the case would have 
succeeded had the woman 
denied the charge. 

"It would be necessary for 
the prosecution to prove that 
the mother both knew she 
had cannabis in her system 
and that she intended to ad¬ 
minister it to the baby," 
Brookbanks said. 

"In the absence of both of 
those mental elements, it 
would be impossible to prove 
a relevant administration of 
the drug." 


Consuming too much caf¬ 
feine may lead to caffeine in¬ 
toxication. 

It is important to note that 
the size of the packaging and 
the serving size is not always 
the same, and not all serving 
sizes are identical. This means 
that a 16-ounce energy drink 
that has an 8-ounce serving 
size will actually have twice 
the amount of caffeine, sugars, 
calories and other components 
than is listed on the nutrition 
label. 

drinking 1 gram of caffeine 
can cause negative effects in¬ 
cluding irritability, hyper 
aroused states, abnormal heart 
beat and cardiac arrest. 

Taking in 10 grams can lead 
to death. Doctors usually sug¬ 
gest that people limit their 
daily caffeine consumption to 
400 milligrams to 500 mil¬ 
ligrams daily, and the Ameri¬ 
can Academy of Pediatrics 
recommends youths should 
not consume energy drinks. 

Halloween Warning: 
Decorative Contact 
Lenses May Damage 
Your Eyes 

-- Wearing nonprescrip¬ 
tion decorative contact 
lenses that make your 
eyes look like those of 
creatures such as vam¬ 
pires or werewolves is a 
bad idea and could dam¬ 
age your eyes, an expert 
warns. 

Many people use over- 
the-counter decorative 
contact lenses at Hal¬ 
loween or at other times 
of the year, even though 
they are illegal and may 
cause serious eye infec¬ 
tions and possibly perma¬ 
nent vision loss. 

"There is no such thing 
as a 'one-size-fits-all' con¬ 
tact lens," Dr. Randall 
Fuerst, chairman of the 
American Optometric As¬ 
sociation's contact lens 
and cornea section, said 
in an association news re¬ 
lease. "Consumers who 
purchase lenses illegally, 
without a prescription or 
without consultation from 
an eye doctor, put them¬ 
selves at risk for serious 
bacterial infections, aller¬ 
gic reactions or even sig¬ 
nificant damage to the 
eye's ability to function, 
with the potential for irre¬ 
versible sight loss." 


—The deadly fungal meningitis 
outbreak linked to the New 
England Compounding Center 
(NECC) reached an 18th state. 
With South Carolina added to 
the list of states with cases, all 
but five of the 23 states that 
were shipped the tainted 
methylprednisolone acetate 
steroid — California, Nevada, 
West Virginia, Rhode Island, 
and Connecticut — have re¬ 
ported cases. No vials sent to 
Nevada were used before the 
drug was recalled. 

The Palmetto State case is 
still considered probable at this 
point, since additional labora¬ 
tory testing is pending to rule 
out other potential causes of 
meningitis. 

In addition to the new case 
in South Carolina, Michigan 


reported an additional seven 
cases, upping its total to 80. In¬ 
diana reported two new cases 
and Minnesota reported one 
new one, bringing those states' 
total cases to 43 and 8 respec¬ 
tively. 

NECC, the subject of Mas¬ 
sachusetts and federal probes, 
recalled all of its more than 
2,100 products on Oct. 6. 
Nearly 14,000 patients were 
exposed to the potentially con¬ 
taminated steroid injection 
from three lots shipped to pain 
clinics starting May 21; most 
patients received the injections 
to treat back pain. The CDC 
and state health departments 
said they have contacted 
roughly 97% of patients for 
follow-up.

Test allows doctors to 
see disease without 
microscope 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists in 
Britain say they have devel¬ 
oped a super-sensitive test 
using nano-particles to spot 
markers for cancer or the 
AIDS virus in human blood 
serum using the naked eye. 

As it does not need sophis¬ 
ticated equipment, the test- 
tube technique should be 
cheap and simple, making it a 
a boon for disease detection in 
poor countries, the team wrote 
in Nature Nanotechnology on 
Sunday. 

Researchers from Imperial 
College London used the tech¬ 
nology to scan for molecules 
of p24, a marker for HIV in¬ 
fection, and Prostate Specific 
Antigen or PSA, an early indi¬ 
cator of prostate cancer. 

Their method is used to 
analyse serum, a light-yellow 
fluid that is extracted from 
blood by a centifuge and is 
commonly used in health tests. 


The team said their visual 
sensor technology was 10 times 
more sensitive than existing 
standard methods for measur¬ 
ing p24 and PSA biomarkers — 
molecules that can indicate the 
presence of disease. 

It was able to detect minute 
levels of p24 in patients with 
low viral loads that went unde¬ 
tected using some existing 
tests. 

The new method was also 10 
times cheaper. 

Study co-author Roberto de 
la Rica said the test would 
allow people to be diagnosed at 
an earlier state of disease, and 
thus treated sooner. 

As yet, the technique cannot 
pinpoint how big the concentra¬ 
tion of HIV or cancer markers is. 

”It is an 'on-off test," they- 
cautioned. "It does not say 
specifically how many bio¬ 
markers are in blood, but only 
if they are present."

White House seeking a replacement for 


payroll tax cut that ends in January 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
White House on the weekend 
denied a report it is looking for 
an alternative tax break to 
stimulate the U.S. economy 
after payroll tax cuts expire in 
December. 

The Washington Post re¬ 
ported the tax break would be 
designed to provide about the 
same amount of relief — $400 
for individuals per year and 
$800 for married couples — 

that was provided by the 
policy that lowered the payroll 


tax from 6.2 percent to 4.2 per¬ 
cent. 

"The report is not correct," 
White House spokesman Josh 
Earnest told reporters traveling 
on Air Force One Saturday. 
"The administration is not con¬ 
templating at this time a tax cut 
as the way that it's described in 
the Post." 

Earnest said President 
Barack Obama is committed to 
middle class tax cuts but he de¬ 
clined to discuss negotiations 
or whether something other

The audience immediately 
reacted to the declaration, 
with some in the hall booing 
Madonna and others making 
for the exit. 

"Seriously, I don't care who 
you vote for... Do not take 
this privilege for granted. Go 
vote," she said. 

Madonna is famous for 
openly speaking her mind, no 
matter the subject. During the 
Paris show of her MDNA tour, 
she angered French concert- 
goers by superimposing a 
swastika on the forehead of 
right-wing National Front 
politician Marine Le Pen. 

She then drew condemna¬ 
tion from Russian authorities 
by expressing support for 
LGBT rights during her St. 
Petersburg show, violating the 
city's newly introduced law 
against 'homosexual propa¬ 
ganda.' 

Madonna completed the 
scandal trifecta with public 
nudity: She flashed her breasts 
in Istanbul and bared her 
backside in London. 


LONDON (AFP) - British po¬ 
lice arrested 1970s glam 
rocker Gary Glitter on Sunday 
as they probe the mountain of 
sexual abuse allegations 
against the late TV star Jimmy 
Savile that have plunged the 
BBC into crisis. 

Glitter is the first person ar¬ 
rested in an investigation 
which has snowballed since 
claims that Savile molested 
underage girls were aired in a 
television documentary earlier 
this month. 

Glitter, 68, the king of the 
glam rock era with a string of 
stomping hits, has served a jail 
term in Britain for download¬ 
ing child pornography and in 
Vietnam for child sex of¬ 
fences. 

Wearing a hat, dark glasses 


and a winter coat, Glitter was 
seen being escorted from his 
central London home into a 
waiting vehicle early Sunday. 

The operation has identi¬ 
fied around 300 possible vic¬ 
tims of Savile over a 40-year 
period, which would make the 
eccentric BBC presenter one 
of the worst offenders in 
British history. 

The claims against Savile 
have plunged the BBC into 
crisis and destroyed the repu¬ 
tation of a man who, with his 
garish tracksuits and ever-pre¬ 
sent cigar, was one of the most 
famous faces on British tele¬ 
vision for decades. 

Savile, who died on Octo¬ 
ber 29 last year aged 84, also 
single-handedly raised tens of 
millions of pounds (dollars, 
euros) for charity. _

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Actor-singer Justin Timber- 
lake apologized for a "dis¬ 
tasteful" video produced by a 
friend as a joke that critics 
blasted for making fun of 
homeless people. 

The heartthrob actor posted 
an open letter on his website 
about the video, in which a 
string of homeless, transgen¬ 
der and other people wished 
him best wishes for his wed¬ 
ding to actress Jessica Biel, in 
southern Italy. 

"I had no knowledge of its 
existence. I had absolutely 
ZERO contribution to it," he 
said of the video, whose mak¬ 
ers according to the TMZ 
celebrity news website include 
his friend Justin Huchel. 

"I think we can all agree 
that it was distasteful, even 
though that was not it's inten¬ 
tion," he said. 

The video, initially posted 
on the Gawker website, has a 
series of Los Angeles va¬ 
grants, street musicians and 
others talk to camera, sending 
wishes to Timberlake and Biel 
for their recent Italian nuptials. 

"Greetings from your Hol¬ 
lywood friends who just 
couldn't make it," says a cap¬ 
tion at one point, followed by 
"Love Huch and Rachel." 

Timberlake wrote: "I don't 
live my life making fun of 
people (unless, of course, I'm 
making fun of myself on [TV 
comedy show Saturday Night 
Live] ... Especially, those who 
are less fortunate or those in 
need. 

"My friends are good peo¬ 
ple. This was clearly a lapse in 
judgment which I'm sure no 
one who is reading this is ex¬ 
empt from. But, I don't believe 
it was made to be insensitive. 

He added: "On behalf of my 
friends, family, and associative 
knuckleheads, I am deeply 
sorry to anyone who was of¬ 
fended by the video."

BERLIN (AFP) - Bayer Lev¬ 
erkusen claimed a shock 2-1 
win at Bayern Munich yester¬ 
day to claim their first win at 
the Bavarians for 23 years as 
the Bundesliga leaders’ record 
winning streak came to an 
abrupt end. 

Having set a German league 
record last weekend with their 
eighth straight win since the 
start of the season, Bayern 
were left stunned as defender 
Jerome Boateng scored a late 
own goal to give Leverkusen 
the three points. 

Despite the defeat, Bayern 
still enjoy a four-point lead at 
the top of the table, while Lev¬ 
erkusen are fifth. 

There was also drama in 
Hanover as Borussia 


Moenchengladbach came 
from 2-0 down to score three 
goals in nine minutes to enjoy 
a 3-2 win and claim only their 
third league victory of the sea¬ 
son to go ninth with Hanover 
tenth. 

Earlier, VfB Stuttgart 
striker Vedad Ibisevic headed 
a late winner to seal his team's 
2-1 home victory over Eintra- 
cht Frankfurt. 

Ex-Germany midfielder 
Christian Gentner played a big 
part in Stuttgart's win, which 
lifts them up to eighth, after he 
scored the opener in the sixth 
minute, then provided the final 
cross for Ibisevic's 84th- 
minute header. 

On Saturday, defending 
champions Borussia Dort¬ 


mund and Schalke had to dig 
deep as they returned to do¬ 
mestic action still in the glow 
of their midweek Champions 
League triumphs. 

After Borussia shocked 
Real Madrid 2-1 in Dortmund 
on Wednesday, the same night 
Schalke enjoyed a 2-0 win at 
Arsenal, the pair both needed 
second-half goals to win their 
respective Bundesliga games. 

Dortmund beat Freiburg 2- 
0 in heavy snow. 

VfL Wolfsburg, who parted 
company with coach Felix Ma- 
gath on Thursday, picked up 
only their second win of the 
season with a 4-1 victory at 10- 
man Fortuna Duesseldorf to 
lift themselves off the bottom 
and up into 16th in the table. 

Mainz are up to sixth after 
Hungary striker Adam Szalai 
scored a hat-trick against Hof- 
fenheim. Having opened his 
account in the 21st minute, he 
doubled his team's tally with a 
second on 46 and wrapped up 
his hat-trick with a 64th- 
minute header to seal the 3-0 
victory. 


MILAN (AFP) - An Irish 
bookmaker will pay out to 
punters who backed a Catania 
win despite the Serie A side's 
controversial 1-0 defeat to 
champions Juventus. 

Arturo Vidal's 57th-minute 
winner in Sicily helped Juve 
extend their lead at the top of 
Serie A and took their unbeaten 
run to 48 matches. 

However, the Turin giants' 
eighth win in nine games came 
amid huge controversy. 

In the first half Argentine 
striker Ruben Bergessio had 
tapped a rebound from Nicolas 
Spolli's glancing header past 
Gianluigi Buffon in the Juve 
goal to send the Sicilian fans 
wild. 

Buffon, celebrating his 
500th Serie A appearance, 
looked to have been fairly 
beaten but Catania's celebra¬ 
tions were cut short when the 
referee disallowed the opener 
after consulting with his assis¬ 
tant who said Bergessio was 
offside. 

Catania reacted furiously 
and, after club president An- 


tonino Pulvirenti was sent 
from the bench for dissent, five 
of the club's players picked up 
yellow cards as their frustra¬ 
tion came to the fore. 

Despite Catania's defeat, 
bookmaker Paddy Power an¬ 
nounced on its website it had 
paid out to punters who backed 
a Catania victory. 

It activated the "Justice Pay¬ 
out" system in Italy for the first 
time, and explained in a state¬ 
ment: "Sometimes the result is 
so unfair that it's simply a fair 
reimbursement." 

In comments to Sky Italia, 
Catania president Pulvirenti 
had complained: "Bergessio's 
goal was cancelled by the Juve 
bench. There were seven offi¬ 
cials out there, and none of 
them saw a thing." 

Juventus president Beppe 
Moratta brushed off claims 
which seemed to suggest foul 
play on the part of the officials. 

"These accusations don't 
even deserve a response," he 
said. "The referee was wrong 
but we would have won on 
points."

KIEV (AFP) - Ukraine's world boxing champion Vitali Kl- 
itschko has an unrivalled record of knocking out oppo¬ 
nents in the ring but Sunday faced the biggest challenge 
of his life as he leads his party in tightly contested par¬ 
liamentary elections. Klitschko's aptly-named UDAR 
(Punch) party is hoping the elections will make it a na¬ 
tionwide political force for the first time and even the 
main challenger to the ruling Regions Party of President 
Viktor Yanukovych. Some polls have shown UDAR com¬ 
ing second in the election ahead of the main opposition 
force of supporters of jailed opposition leader Yulia Ty- 
moshenko, which would be a remarkable achievement 
for a man who only fought his last title defence in Sep¬ 
tember. Klitschko's populist-tinged political message 
plays on the desire of most Ukrainians to live lives com¬ 
parable to their counterparts in the European Union. He 
founded the UDAR party in 2010 and the legislative elec¬ 
tions represent its big chance to raise its status from a 
force in Kiev to a big national player.

NBA prepares to open its 67th season 
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HE fit 


“I want to be the best of all-time. It's that simple.” -- Heat 
star LeBron James

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Le¬ 
Bron James had yet to claim 
an NBA championship when 
he arrived in Miami two years 
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ago, boldly predicting multiple 
title runs with Heat teammates 
Chris Bosh and Dwyane 
Wade. 

Now, as the NBA prepares 
to open its 67th season tomor¬ 
row, "King” James is coming 
off a crowning achievement, 
having won his first NBA title 
with the Heat last June and 
then guiding the US Olympic 
team to London gold in Au¬ 
gust. 

Now the Heat look to repeat 
and James, whose spectacular 
high-leaping skills have made 
him the NBA's most dynamic 
playmaker since Michael Jor¬ 
dan won six titles with 
Chicago in the 1990s, vows to 
back up his boasts and prove 
he is no one-hit wonder. 

'Tve accomplished a lot of 
goals but I'm still not satisfied 
with what I've done so far," 
James said. "We can be better 
than we were this past season. 
We have the potential to be a 
lot better. That is scary." 

The Heat have added 37- 
year-old guard Ray Allen, the 
all-time NBA leader in 3-point 
shots who must face his former 
Boston teammates when they 
visit for Tuesday's opener, and 
veteran forward Rashard Lewis 
to a championship roster. 

James matched Jordan as 
the only players in history to 
win an NBA title, Olympic 
gold and be named the NBA 
regular-season and NBA Fi¬ 


nals Most Valuable Player 
(MVP) in the same year. 

Meanwhile across the conti¬ 
nent, Kobe Bryant will try to 
match Jordan's career title total 
with a revamped Los Angeles 
Lakers' lineup that includes 
new big man Dwight Howard 
and star guard Steve Nash, 
both seeking their first NBA 
crowns. 

"Dwight's defensive pres¬ 
ence is probably the greatest 
I've seen in the history of the 
sport," Bryant said. "Steve's a 
great playmaker. Steve's IQ and 
ability to quarterback, it's not 
something I can naturally do. 

Bryant, 34, has played 1,161 
regular-season games and 
42,377 minutes and has two 
years worth $58.3 million re¬ 
maining on what could be his 
final NBA deal. Having 
Howard and Nash as team¬ 
mates figures to give him bet¬ 
ter shooting chances and, the 
Lakers hope, another title op¬ 
portunity. 

The Lakers and Heat must 
still contend with the Okla¬ 
homa City Thunder, powered 
by three-time NBA scoring 
champion Kevin Durant and 
star guard Russell Westbrook, 
although they'll be without last 
season's NBA Sixth Man of 
the Year James Harden. 

Harden was traded on the 
eve of the season to Houston, 
where he'll join a team hoping 
Taiwanese-American star Je¬ 
remy Lin can continue to work 
the magic he showed last year 
with the Knicks. 

Durant and Westbrook 
played for the US Olympic 
gold medal squad, which beat 
teammate Serge Ibaka's Span¬ 
ish squad in the London final. 

While the Thunder's young 
stars are the NBA's wave of the 
future, San Antonio remains in 
the title hunt with veterans Tim 
Duncan, France's Tony Parker 
and Argentina's Manu Ginobili 
while the Los Angeles Clippers 
are on the rise with All-Stars 
Blake Griffin and Chris Paul 


and veterans Chauncey Billups 
and Lamar Odom. 

The Celtics remain a power 
in the East with Kevin Garnett 
and Paul Pierce and guard 
Raj on Rondo while the 
Chicago Bulls could still 
threaten despite Derrick Rose 
still sidelined by a left knee in¬ 
jury suffered in last season's 
playoff opener. 

New York boasts Carmelo 
Anthony, Amare Stoudemire 
and Tyson Chandler but the 
Knicks will have some new 
cross-town competition in the 
Brooklyn Nets, who move 
from New Jersey into a new $ 1 
billion arena and have some 
firepower of their own in 
Deron Williams and Joe John¬ 
son. 


The upcoming campaign 
will be the final full season for 
NBA commissioner David 
Stern, who last Thursday an¬ 
nounced he will leave the job 
on February 1, 2014, 30 years 
to the day after taking over the 
league in 1984. 

During his last campaign, 
Stem wants to see a reduction 
in amateur dramatics on the 
court, with the league an¬ 
nouncing a crackdown on 
"floppers" who intentionally 
fall to trick referees into call¬ 
ing fouls. 

A first violation brings a 
warning but a second brings a 
$5,000 fine and the fines grow 
up to $30,000 for a fifth viola¬ 
tion with possible suspensions 
after that.

Team Sky director Yates abruptly quits the sport 

LONDON (AFP) - Sean Yates abruptly quit cycling after 30 years of involvement both 
as rider and latterly as a team director when Team Sky announced he was retiring on 
Sunday. The 52-year-old Englishman - who as a rider won stages on the Tour de France 
and the Tour of Spain - leaves after a three year sojourn and which saw the team enjoy 
a stunning season with the highlight Bradley Wiggins winning the Tour de France.Yates 
had been one of the rare members of the cycling fraternity to defend disgraced Amer¬ 
ican Lance Armstrong.Yates said that in the time he worked with Armstrong at the Dis¬ 
covery Team (2005-09) he never saw him do anything illegal.Team Sky, though, were at 
pains to say that Yates's sudden departure had nothing to do with their position on 
anti-doping, wherein the management team started a series of individual interviews 
with riders, management and support staff.
